The body was ro-
vovered and 1 am arrangine to have it om
balmed and sent home tomorrow.”

Captain Sigsbee of the Maine mikes the
following report to the Navy department on
the same subject: *“BEusign Dreckinvidge of
tho Cushing fell overboard in o heavy sed by
the parting of a Jifeline and drowowl. Body
recovered, Department bretk news to fam-
fy. Wil send body baek to Key West to-
morrow by Ollvett If practicable. Otherwise
by Cushing. WHI send Cushing baek when
&pn wnbsldes."”

The Navy department has given orders that
a navil officer shall meot the remalhs, which
are expected to reach Key West tomorrow
afternoon on the Olivett, They will be fu-
terred at the home of the young ofllcer at
Lexinglon, Ky,

Breckinridge was execntive cfcer of the
torpedo hoat Cushing. The Cuslilng had a
stormy passage from Key West to Iavani.

Tt slowed at 1 o'elock in
slght of the coast of Cuba.  Tmmedistely
afterward Enslgn Breckinrlidge, who wa
tioned forward, wos washed overboard by n
heavy goa.
